Evansville, Ind., Oct. 23.—During 
the first of the three days ho is to 
spend in Indiana, William H. Taft 
talked to more people than on any 
previous day of this campaign. 
In 
each of his sixteen speeches, tho 
listeners and applauders have num­ 
bered 
thousands. 
Rejuvenated 
in 
voice, energy and enthusiasm by his 
one day of rest, the candidate handled 
the campaign with even a greater de­ 
gree of positiveness than heretofore. 
Tn the very first speech he made, he 
ridiculed 
Mr. 
Bryan’s 
charge 
of 
“bribery’’ 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
promises of employers to their em­ 
ployes of more work with Republican 
success, and the orders with business 
men said to be made on the same re­ 
sult. These were not bribes, ho said, 
but business. 
They did not represent 
false conditions but facts. 
Judge Taft talked to many labor 
audiences and it was noticeable that 
what he said was more educational 
than heretofore. 
At Linton, where he 
spoke to several thousand coal min­ 
ers, he gave them the history of the 
writ of injunction, something he has 
ro t previously done. At Terre Haute 
he made a clear distinction between 
the Republican and Democratic plat­ 
forms on the use of the Injunction, 
and declared business to be prosperity 
While Mr. Bryan was not oyerlopked 
during the <iny there were two occa­ 
sions when Candidate Debs came In 
for attention.

It 
is not the Judge who, under his oath, 
with the law as it is laid down in the 
text hooks, and the statute and with 
the evidence before him, under his 
oath, decides according to the Justice 
of the case and then issues the order 
that the law requires him to issue. 
What is an injunction? An injunction 
is merely an order with reference to 
the prevention of the abuse made be­ 
fore the fact occurs which la to in­ 
jure or not injure the party. Where 
an injury has been done a man brings 
suit to recover damages for the injury, 
but where the injury is of a character 
recurring from time to time in small 
acts for which you can’t recover dam­ 
ages that are adequate, their equity 
says that a man may have prevention 
rather than cure.”

campaign in Ohio the previous day, 
he was out on the platform as early 


h p 7 o’clock a. rn. telling the farm ers, 
In his opinion,' they should vote the 
Democratic 
ticket. 
The Republican 
party had no policy to offer which 
would bring them relief. 
Passing on into the coal district, he 
devoted much attention to the labor 
question, and while not specifically 
referring to Mr. Roosevelt’s letter, en­ 
tered a defense of President Samuel 
Gompers of the Am erican Federation 
of l abor. 
He repeated his warning 
to laboring men not to be coerced by 
their em ployers into voting against 
their wills.

His speech was 
devoted to a general discussion of the 
Issues of the campaign. 
Given a Rousing Reception. 
At Thurm ond he got a rousing re­ 
ception. 
A picturesque feature of the 
stop here was the erection of a grand­ 
stand up the side of a mountain, hav­ 
ing a background of an Immense ban­ 
ner with a portrait of the candidate 
over which w ere the words “Shall the 
People Rule?” 
The people cheered vociferously his 
almost every utterance. 
He spoke of

T he chauf­ 
feur of the m achine was undoubtedly 
a confederate, for he ten t It flying 
dowii th e street, and It had disap­ 
peared long before the police reached 
th* scene. 


Young Doctor of New York City Ends
